hour search for him Thursday, Alderden 
said. “For all we know, he may have been two 
blocks down the road playing on the swing 
in the city park,” the sheriff said.

Obama official says 
country must prove it 
can partner with U.S. 

WASHINGTON | President Obama 
will not commit more U.S. troops 
to Afghanistan until he is con- 
vinced that the central govern- 
ment can be a credible and effec- 
tive U.S. partner, a senior White 
House aide said Sunday. 

But it was unclear whether 
Obama intends to accept the 
recommendation by the top U.S. 
commander in Afghanistan, Gen, 
Stanley McChrystal, for thousands 
more American troops and other 
resources in the eight-year-strug- 
gle to stabilize Afghanistan, 

The central question before 
Obama, White House chief of 
staff Rahm Emanuel said, is “not 
how much troops you have, but 
whether in fact there’s an Afghan 
partner.” 

The issue of developing an 
effective Afghan central govern- 
ment has dogged the U.S. mis- 
sion virtually from the war’s start 
after the attacks against the U.S. 
on Sept. 11, 2001. It gained new 


urgency after an Aug. 20 presi- 
dential election marred by charg- 
es of ballot-stuffing and voter 
coercion. 

An election fraud investiga- 
tion could lead to a runoff elec- 
tion between President Hamid 
Karzai and his top challenger.

That has been an impor- 
tant factor in the Taliban’s resur- 
gence over the past four years. 

Emanuel repeatedly under- 
lined doubts about the Kabul 
government as a reliable partner 
for the U.S. 

“There’s not a security force, 
an army, the type of services that 
are important for the Afghans to 
become true partners,” Emanuel

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Vt. College Considers the Willow

Middlebury tests out 
quick-growing shrub 
as possible fuel source 

MIDDLEBURY, VT. I Middlebury 
College used to heat its buildings 
with oil, then switched to wood 
chips. Now it has planted a sus- 
tainable and relatively cheap fuel 
source — willow shrubs — that 
could help cut demand on the 
state’s forests. 

With a nine-acre patch of the 
fast-growing willows, the college 
is conducting a biomass energy 
experiment that seeks to answer 
the question: What if wood chip- 
burning heat systems lead to the 
deforestation of Vermont? 

Willows, which grow faster 
than other trees and branch out 
when pruned, maybe the answer 
— and maybe a resource for other 
cold-weather states, too. So, Jack 


Byrne, director of sustainability 
for the college, and business ser- 
vices director Tom Corbin have 
turned into farmers of sorts, 
planting tightly packed rows of 


willows in a field west of Middle- 
bury ’s campus. 

The question of biomass fuel 
supply has taken on new urgency 
for the college since last winter. 


when the school opened a new 
boiler system. The system runs on 
a “gasifier,” heating wood chips and 
extracting carbon monoxide and 
other gases that are then burned 
in the boiler. 

The concern is that if other 
institutions follow Middlebury ’s 
lead and begin relying on for- 
ests for fuel, Vermont’s wood- 
ed hillsides could end up being 
depleted. 

Tim Volk, a research scientist at 
the State University of New York 
in Syracuse, sees a trend develop- 
ing in willow fuel being used along 
with traditional wood harvest. 

“It’s something that’s going to 
start happening fairly quickly in 
the next few years,” he said. “Peo- 
ple can start up a small-scale heat- 
ing system with biomass, using a 
mixture of willows and low-value 
wood harvested from natural for- 
ests.” DAVE GRAM (AP)

Advisers say Obama 
is open to more help 
for economy if needed 

WASHINGTON I President Obama 
is considering all options to create 
jobs, including another stimulus 
package, while trying to pull the 
economy out of the recession and 
deal with a record deficit. White 
House advisers said Sunday. 

With more than half of the 
$787 billion recovery package yet 
to be spent, Obama aides said the 
administration is not ready to com- 
mit to additional measures. 

“Everything is on the table,” 
senior adviser Valerie Jarrett 
said. 

“You’ve got this huge national 
deficit, and we’ve got to do what 
we can to bring that down. At the 
same time, it’s important to stim- 
ulate the economy,” Jarrett said. 


“Let’s wait and see.” 

Adviser David Axelrod cited 
progress on reviving the economy, 
with expectations for growth in 
the third quar- 
ter this year. But 
he warned that 
the government 
should not make 
the mistake of 
ending its recov- 
ery initiatives 
too early at the 
risk of sending the economy back 
into recession, 

“That doesn’t mean that we 
don’t look to the mid- and long- 
term for deficit reduction,” Axelrod 
said. “We have a stimulus program 
in place, an economic recovery 
program in place, that is not even 
50 percent through. We have to see 
that through. And we’ll see what 
other measures we need to take.”

Suicide Attacker Kills 42 in Iran 


Five Revolutionary 
Guard leaders among 
victims of bombing 

TEHRAN, IRAN | A suicide bomber 
killed five senior commanders of 
the powerful Revolutionary Guard 
and at least 37 others Sunday near 
the Pakistani border in the heart- 
land of a potentially escalating 
Sunni insurgency. 

The attack — which also left 
dozens wounded — was the most 
high-profile strike against security 
forces in an outlaw region of armed 
tribal groups, drug smugglers and 


Sunni rebels known as Jundallah, 
or Soldiers of God. 

President Mahmoud Ahmad- 
inejad promised sharp retalia- 
tion. But a sweeping offensive by 
authorities is unlikely. 

Iranian officials have been 
reluctant to open full-scale mili- 
tary operations in the southeast- 
ern border zone, fearing it could 
become a hot spot for sectarian 
violence with the potential to draw 
in al- Qaeda and Sunni militants 
from Pakistan and Afghanistan. 

The region’s top prosecutor, 
Mohammad Marzieh, was quot- 
ed by the semi-official ISNA

news agency as saying Jundallah 
claimed responsibility for the blast 
in the Pishin district. 

There was no immediate state- 
ment directly from the group, 
which has carried out sporadic 


attacks in recent years to press 
their claims of persecution in the 
Shiite government. 

In May, Jundallah said it sent a 
suicide bomber into a Shiite mosque 
in the southeastern city of Zahedan, 
killing 25 worshippers. The latest 
attack, however, would mark the 
group’s highest-level target. 

On the eve of talks about Teh- 
ran’s nuclear program, Washington 
was quick to react. State Depart- 
ment spokesman Ian Kelly said the 
U.S. condemned what he called 
an “act of terrorism.” Reports of 
alleged U.S. involvement are “com- 
pletely false,” he said, (ap)

Afghan border, with both sides 
claiming early victories in an 
army campaign that could shape 
the future of the country’s battle 
against extremism. 

A Taliban spokesman vowed 
the Islamist militants would 
fight to “our last drop of blood” to 
defend their stronghold of South 


Waziristan, predicting the army 
would fail in its latest attempt to 
gain control over it. 

The army said 60 militants and 
six soldiers had been killed since 
the offensive began Saturday in 
the mountainous, remote region 
that the army has tried and failed 
to wrest from near-total insurgent 


control three times since 2004. 

The Taliban claimed to have 
inflicted “heavy casualties” and 
pushed advancing soldiers back 
into their bases. It was not pos- 
sible to independently verify the 
claims because the army is block- 
ing access to the battlefield and 
surrounding towns.

Officials vow to boost 
security for Olympics

RIO DE JANEIRO I Brazilian offi- 
cials are insisting security won’t 
be a problem for the 2016 Olym- 
pics despite drug-gang violence 
that plunged Rio de Janeiro into 
a day of bloody chaos just two 
weeks after it was picked to host 
the games. 

An hours-long firefight 
between rival gangs in one of the 
city’s slums killed at least 12 peo- 
ple, injured six and saw a police 
helicopter shot down and eight 
buses set on fire Saturday. 

Police said Sunday that they 
killed two other suspected drug 
traffickers in overnight clash- 
es near the Morro dos Macacos 


(“Monkey Hill”) slum where the 
gangs fought for territory a day 
earlier, but otherwise the area was 
largely peaceful as 2,000 officers 
were put on patrol. 

Two officers died and four were 
injured Saturday when bullets from 
the battle ripped into a helicopter 
hovering overhead, forcing it into 
a fiery crash on a soccer field. Offi- 
cials said they did not know whether 
the gangs targeted the helicopter or 
whether it was hit by stray bullets. 

Gunfire on the ground killed 10 
suspected gunmen and wounded 
two bystanders. 

Rio state public safety direc- 
tor Jose Beltrame told reporters 
Sunday that the violence was lim- 
ited to a specific area of the city 
of 6 million and “is not a problem 
throughout all of Rio de Janeiro.”

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Teenager Charts a Global 


Australians attempt 
to sail solo around the 
world triggers debate 

SYDNEY I A l6-year-old Australian 
steered her bright pink yacht out 
of Sydney Harbor on Sunday to 
start her bid to become the young- 
est person to sail solo and unas- 
sisted around the world. 

Jessica Watson’s plan to make 
a 23,600-mile journey through 
some of the world’s most treach- 
erous waters sparked a debate in 
Australia about whether some- 
one so young should be allowed 
to try such a potentially danger- 
ous feat. 


Watson and her family insist 
she is an experienced and capable 
sailor who has studied navigation, 
electronics and maritime safety 
procedures. Although she will sail 
unassisted, she will be in constant 
contact with her support team via 
radio, e-mail and a blog. 

The teenager did not speak with 
reporters before she left, and it was 
her mom who first updated the 
Internet diary on Sunday. 

“I know you are all anxious to 
hear from Jess, but she’s a little 
preoccupied on her first day, so she 
asked me to post a quick note to 
let everyone know that the depar- 
ture went well this morning,” Julie 
Watson wrote on the blog.

City has paid millions 
to battle disease, has 
little to show for effort 

In a city ravaged by the highest 
rate of AIDS cases in the nation, 
the D.C. Health Department paid 
millions to nonprofit groups that 
delivered substandard services or 
failed to account for any work at 
all, even as sick people searched 
for care or died waiting. 

More than $1 million in AIDS 
money went to a housing group 
whose ailing boarders sometimes 
struggled without electricity, gas 
or food. A supervisor said she was 
ordered to create records for ghost 
employees. 

About $400,000 was paid to a 
nonprofit organization — launched 
by a man who once ran one of the 
District’s largest cocaine rings — 
for a promised job-training center 
that has never opened. 

More than $500,000 was ear- 
marked for a housing program 
whose executive director had a 
string of convictions for theft, 
drugs and forgery. After the D.C. 
Inspector General’s Office could 


find no evidence that he was oper- 
ating an AIDS nonprofit group, 
the city terminated the grant but 
never sought repayment. 

All told, the Health Depart- 
ment’s HIV/AIDS Administration 
awarded more than $25 million 
from 2004 to 2008 to nonprofit 
agencies marked by questionable 
spending, a lack of clients or laps- 
es in record-keeping and care, a 


10 -month Washington Post inves- 
tigation found. 

Many of the groups have 
since closed or are no lon- 
ger providing AIDS services.

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With student loans 
coming due, recent 
college grads should 
consider their options 

NEW YORK I You have a $120,000 
college degree and no job, but that 
won’t stop your student loan bills 
from arriving. 

The six-month grace period 
on student loans for the class of 
2009 is about to expire, meaning 
graduates will soon start getting 
their monthly statements. It could 
be a problem for those who have 
yet to find full-time work. 

One option for anyone in a 
financial squeeze is deferment or 
forbearance, which allow for the 
postponement of payment. 

Who’S Eligible? 

A deferment or forbearance is a 
period when payments on a loan 
are not required, although inter- 
est generally continues accruing. 

Federal student loans can be 
deferred if you enroll in graduate 
school or the military. But you can 
also get a deferment for unemploy- 


ment or economic hardship. To 
qualify for the latter, you can’t earn 
more than $16,245 per year in the 
continental United States. 

If you don’t qualify for a defer- 
ment, you might still be able to 
postpone pa 5 mients if you’re dealing 
with health issues or other circum- 
stances. The government calls this 


a forbearance. With private loans, 
the lender has the discretion about 
whether to grant forbearance. 

How Long Will It Last? 

Economic hardship deferments 
are granted one year at a time, 
and unemployment deferments 
are granted in six-month incre- 


ments. You can reapply as needed 
for a total of three years each. 

Expect less leniency with for- 
bearance on private loans. Sallie 
Mae grants them in one- to three- 
month increments, t)q)ically for no 
more than a total of two years. 

What if I Ignore Bills? 

The benefit of getting a deferment 
or forbearance is that your loan 
remains in good standing. Other- 
wise, federal loans usually go into 
default if you don’t make payments 
for nine months. Sallie Mae says 
its private loans typically go into 
default after seven months. Either 
way, a default sets off a chain of 
damaging repercussions. 

It’s a black mark on your credit 
report, meaning it will be difficult 
for you to get any type of loan. 
Your loan might be turned over 
to a collection agency, and your 
wages could be garnished. 

Student loans typically aren’t 
discharged with a bankruptcy, 
either. And once the loan is in 
default, you can’t get a deferment 
or forbearance. So, don’t let it reach 
that point, candice choi (ap)

Gold’s image may be changing as its 
price settles at more than $1,000 
per ounce. Should investors con- 
sider buying it now, or is it another 
bubble that’s about to burst? 

Aren’t gold prices likely to decline 
again as the economy picks up steam? 

As with stock prices, there’s no con- 
sensusabout where gold is headed. 
Some gold watchers predicta price 
of $2,000 or higher within the next few 
years. Others say investing in gold is 
excessively risky. Because of its vol- 
atility, it might be prudentfor a con- 
servative investor to limit exposure to 
gold to 5 percent of a portfolio. 

2 Are there other metals besides gold 
that I should be looking at as an 
investment? Like gold, silver is a sta- 
ble investment alternative to the fall- 
ing dollar. Unlikegold,there’salotof 
it, so it’s pretty cheap, at just under 
$18 per ounce. That may make it more 
appealing to the investor with limit- 
ed funds. Platinum also is poised to 
take off if car sales recover. It is more 
expensive than gold per ounce, how- 
ever, with pricestopping $1,300. (ap)

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Living in It for the Long Haul 


Buying a new home 
is a risk worth taking 
if you pian to stay put 
for 10 years or more 

CHiCAGO I For all the doom and 
gloom about the housing mar- 
ket, it still generally pays to own 
a home. 

That might be a tough case to 
make right now to the 16 million 
people who owe more on their 
mortgage than their house is worth. 
But history suggests the American 
dream is a pretty safe bet. 

Homes have appreciated by an 
average of 4 percent per year since 


World War II, They act as hedg- 
es against inflation and bestow 
significant tax benefits. Real 
estate is a leveraged investment; a 
10 percent down payment produces 
a 1,000 percent return if the price 
of a home merely doubles. 

Plus, there are intangibles: 
Owning a home provides a sense 
of independence, security and 
community. And you get to live 
in your investment; you can’t do 
that with a stock. 

Of course, historical trends 
don’t pay the mortgage. People 
who wade in and out of the hous- 
ing market too often, or who buy at 
the wrong time or price and need

to sell quickly, can get burned. 

But if you own for a decade or 
more, price appreciation usually 
overcomes even bad slumps. 

Tony and Liz lacobelli, who 
are far under water on the home 
they bought in the Phoenix sub- 
urb of Buckeye three years ago, 
aren’t panicking. They owe about 
$177,000 on their mortgage on 
a house worth only $132,000, 
which is about 40 percent of what 
they paid. 

“Houses generally go up in 
price, and this one will again, too,” 
said Tony lacobelli, 51. 

Several booms and busts 
have occurred in the modern era 


of housing, which began when 
30-year loans became widely avail- 
able after World War II, 

The collapse of the housing 
market may have put an end to 
the notion of using a home as a 
speculative investment akin to a 
hot stock. And that may not be a 
bad thing, economists say. 

“People should recognize that 
value comes from a lot of other 
things besides a possible return on 
the investment,” says Joel Naroff, 
chief economist at Naroff Eco- 
nomic Advisors. 

Robert Shiller, a Yale University 
economist, says he expects home 
prices to be roughly flat for five 
years. Yet housing has proved a 
good investment if you stick with 
it. And with prices having fallen 
so far, buying now could make it 
an even better one. (ap)

Ryan Succop’s four field goals, 
including the go-ahead 46-yarder 
with 3:36 to play, plus a last-minute 
safety were all the Chiefs needed 
to beat the Redskins 14-6 Sunday. 
They earned rookie coach Todd 
Haley his first win and Jim Zorn 
another week of extreme question- 
ing about the future of his job and 
the Washington franchise. 

The Chiefs (1-5) had lost 28 of 
their last 30 and hadn’t won since 
last November, The win avoided 
the first 0-6 start in team history. 
The Chiefs followed the path paved 
by the Detroit Lions and Carolina 
Panthers, who also ended winless 
streaks against the Redskins (2-4) 
this year. Once again, Washington 
was booed off the field, the only life 
all afternoon coming when Zorn 
benched quarterback Jason Camp- 
bell at halftime and replaced him 
with Todd Collins. 

Collins immediately led two 
drives for field goals that gave 
Washington a 6-3 lead, but the 
Redskins failed to score a touch- 
down at home for the second time 
this season. 

“I felt the need to create a spark 
on our football team offensively 
and went with Todd,” said Zorn, 
whose postgame news confer-

The Quest for Balance 


Paula Cole walks the 
fine the line between 
having a music career 
and having a real life 

RETURN I Paula Cole is not just a 
singer known for the “Dawson’s 
Creek” theme song, “I Don’t Want 
to Wait,” or her 1997 Grammy- 
nominated tune, “Where Have 
All the Cowboys Gone.” 

She is a class mom, a nature 
lover, still a friend to her school- 
mates and a woman with a few 
regrets. “It’s healthy to do a few 
different things and be a little 
more well-rounded,” Cole says 
from her home town in Rockport,

Mass., where she returned with her 
daughter after a divorce. 

That’s the way she feels now, 
but in the 1990s, music was who 
she was. 

“When I was young,” she says, 
“I was really willing to have [my 
career] be 24-7.” 

Cole, 41, sang before she could 
talk. A self-described “high achiev- 
er with a touch of depression,” she 
attended the Berklee College of 
Music in Boston. 

In 1993, Peter Gabriel left a mes- 
sage on her answering machine. 



QUIET RETURN: After a long hiatus, Cole is easing her way back into the music 
scene. She released an album in 2007 and hopes to put out “Ithaca” next summer. 


Sinead O’Connor, his backup singer, 
had left his Secret World Tour. Did 
Cole want to fill in? Cole jumped 
on a plane to Germany, had one 
rehearsal and was thrown in front 
of a crowd of 60,000. That was her 
first big tour. 

“I was terrified,” she said, but 
“ready for it.” 

Cole released her first album, 
“Harbinger,” in 1994; “This Fire,” 
her breakout album, in 1996, show- 
cased her emotive, strong sopra- 
no. In 1998, she received seven 
Grammy nominations. Her album 
“Amen” followed in 1999. 

But after touring and arriv- 
ing home to an empty New York 
apartment, estranged from family 
and friends. Cole decided to reas- 
sess her life. 

Cole now calls what she subse- 
quently did “reactive”: She became 
a wife and mother. Her daugh- 
ter, Sky, now 7 , was born with 
severe asthma, requiring Cole’s 
full attention. 

“I think I’m more of a shade- 
loving plant by nature,” she says. 
“Being in the spotlight was an 
uncomfortable place for me, for 
starters.” 

But she returned to her fans in 
2007 with the release of “Cour- 
age.” Next summer Cole hopes to 
release “Ithaca.” She knows that a 
new album will require promot- 
ing, touring and being away from 
her partner and daughter. But 
she also knows that she “needs 
to be in music. That’s what I’m

Japandroids defy a 
serious illness and 
music industry woes 
to make it as artists 

B AN D I After more than two years 
toiling away as an independent 
band in Vancouver, Japandroids 
was finally ready go for broke. 
Guitarist Brian King quit his full- 
time job, moved out of his house, 
put his possessions in storage and 
was ready to embark on the band’s 
biggest tour yet. 

Three days in. King had to be 
rushed to the hospital because of a 
perforated ulcer, leaving the band 
sidelined for weeks. 

But rather then dwell on it. 
King focused on recovery, which is 
inspiring, considering the garage- 
rock duo’s brief history. Japan- 
droids were DIY from the start 


— with King and drummer Dave 
Browse acting as booking agent, 
management, promotional team 
and record label. 

After starting the band in 
2006, Japandroids hit Vancouver 
hard in 2007 and 2008, playing 
as many shows as possible and

putting out two self-released 
EPs. But by the end of 2008, the 
lack of interest from any sort 
of major or minor player in the 
record industry was downright 
discouraging. 

So, after recording Japandroids’ 
first full-length album, “Post-

Nothing,” King and Prowse had 
agreed to call it quits. 

But then. Unfamiliar Records, 


a small Canadian label, came call- 
ing. “I had already sent the record 
to get pressed, so I had to liter- 
ally call them and say, 'Stop the 
presses!’ as stupid as that sounds,” 
King said. 

So “Post-Nothing,” which was 
released in the US. in April, gave the 
Japandroids their first shot at the 
touring life King and Prowse craved. 
On top of it, the band was getting 
good press and blog buzz. 

“Maybe that was a bit prema- 
ture to go out in the summer,” King 
admits now. “I was struggling on 
tour to play hard every night and 
be healthy and not be in pain, but 
by this tour I’m doing really well — 
not quite 100 percent, but almost 
back to normal.” 

And the band can also focus on 
getting back to its earnest noise 
rock, with a tongue-in-cheek twist. 
“Post-Nothing” is named as such as 


a bit of a joke to band biographies 
in press releases. King was work- 
ing on a bio for the band and didn’t 
want to fall into PR traps. 

“I couldn’t write something that 
was serious,” said King. “I ended 
up writing that our music was 
post-nothing and that we steal a 
little bit [of] something from all 
these bands.” 

“Post-Nothing’s” centerpiece 
is the five-minute “Young Hearts 
Spark Fire,” where King sings: 
“We used to dream/Now we worry 
about dying.” Those lines come 
with a bit of twisted irony now, 
after King’s surgery. 

“A lot of people have actually 
commented on that, and it’s pretty 
weird, actually,” he said, on being 
asked whether the song now feels 
like life imitating art. “I don’t know 
if we would call what we do art, but 
life imitating noise, that’s for sure.”
